REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT

Sir: 

This is a request to review and recalculate the Patent Term Adjustment (PTA). Applicants 
authorize the Office to charge the fee of $200 required by 37 CFR 1.18(e), as well as any 
additional required fees, to Deposit Account No. 19-0733. 

We believe that the correct patent term adjustment should be 88 days. An adjustment is 
sought for the 84 day period ending on March 24, 2010 allegedly attributable to Applicants' delay. 
The instant patent is not subject to a terminal disclaimer. Applicants are unaware of any 
circumstances constituting a failure to engage in reasonable efforts to conclude processing or 
examination of this application as set forth in § 1.704. 

Applicants submit that an additional 84 days of PTA should be awarded. According to 
Public Pair, the patent term adjustment history indicates that 84 days of delay are attributed to 
completion of drawings. See excerpt below. Applicants did not submit a drawing between when 
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the Notice of Allowance was mailed on January 29, 2010, and March 24, 2010, the date on which 
Public PAIR indicates that the drawings were finished. Moreover, the Office Action mailed June 
8, 2009 indicates that the figures filed June 30, 2000 are accepted by the examiner. Thus, the 
entire 84 delay appears to be wholly attributable to the Office, and not to Applicants. Applicants 
therefore respectfully request issuance of a certificate of correction awarding a total of 88 days of 
patent term adjustment.
